Investigators trying to determine cause of forest blaze

On Oct. 16, high winds caused the 700 hectare fire 
to race through a fire barricade and tear through more 
than 20 kilometres of timber, killing livestock and de¬ 
stroying more than $2 million in equipment. 

The fire continues to burn this week, although it is 
now considered as being under control. “There remains 
potential for the fire to grow under extreme weather 
conditions,” officials said. 

The original fire is believed to have started when 
an abandoned campsite fire flared up on Sept. 29 in 
the Panther Valley Corners area, about 60 kilometres 
west of Sundre. 

The original fire was first listed as under control 
on Oct. 4. 

Arson has not been ruled out as a contributing fac¬ 
tor in the fire. King declined to say anything more 
about what may have happened on Oct. 13. 

Investigators are interviewing firefighters who were 
at the scene on Oct. 12 and 13, she confirmed. 

“They would be looking at things like what were 
the weather patterns right at the fire and things like 


that, talking to firefighters who were working on the 
fire. We will be talking to firefighters who were doing 
patrols, and talking about the behavior of the fire the 
day before (Oct. 13th). 

“What they will be doing is going through records 
and interviews and determining what was being done 
at that point in time.” 

Asked if they have recovered any evidence, she re¬ 
plied, “I'm not sure if they’re actually able to get into 
the scene because it’s an active fire. It is really hot 
and they’re not going into the perimeter. They will be 
accessing the site as soon as they can.” 

She couldn’t say exactly how much the fire grew 
by on Oct. 13. Are the RCMP involved in the investi¬ 
gation? she was asked. 

“No, not at this point. We have people who are 
trained to do fire investigation because it is very spe¬ 
cific.” 

The provincial fire investigators have been told not 
to speak to reporters until after the investigation is 
concluded, said King. 


Provincial fire investigators are looking into a ‘sus¬ 
picious’ expansion of the Dogrib Creek forest fire west 
of Sundre on Oct. 13, sources confirmed. 

On that day - three days before the fire broke out 
of containment and tore through 11,130 hectares of 
timber - there was what officials are calling an ’ex¬ 
cursion’ at the fire. 

“The word we’re using right now is suspicious,” 
said forestry spokesperson Rhonda King. “We’re call¬ 
ing it a fire excursion, the way the fire grew that day. 
It got larger. 

“We have specific fire behavior specialists working 
on the fire and they forecast how a fire should behave 
on each day depending on weather and things like 
that. 

“It was more than they were expecting for that 
day, that’s what has made it suspicious. 

“So from what they predicted and what actually 
happened there was a discrepancy.”

Landowner prompts 
more water testing

It’s hard to miss, in fact if you have driven on Highway 2A 
south of Carstairs you have likely noticed it. 

It’s a piece of property behind a railway track, fenced off and 
vacant. Upon closer inspection it is also a warning. 

Around the property spray paint on outbuildings and signs 
allege of water contamination. 

Phrases such as “water well hell’’ stand out and raise ques¬ 
tions to passers-by, for others it is an eyesore. Is the water con¬ 
taminated at the site? If so, is it an isolated occurrence or is there 
a local water problem that needs to be addressed? 

Those are questions the local health authority, Canadian 88, 
Alberta Environment and landowner Rose Balcum have been try¬ 
ing to answer for the past three years. 

Balcum alleges a local sour gas well is to blame for the prob¬ 
lems, problems she says has made the property uninhabitable. 

Balcum says just being on the property causes her health prob¬ 
lems, she says she experiences headaches, stiff neck and shoul¬ 
ders and her eyes don’t focus properly. 

"If it’s really bad that day. I’ll start to have laboured breath¬ 
ing and an increased heart rate,” she says. “My body is telling 
me something is wrong there.” 

The health authority concurs with Balcum, there is something 
wrong with the water on her property, but it isn’t what Balcum 
has been alleging. 

“We’ve done chemical analysis and Alberta Environment has 
done chemical analysis far beyond normal parameters and we 
have not detected chemicals that would be consistent with oil 
and gas activity,” said Dan Richen, Regional Director. Environ¬ 
mental Health Services RHA5. 

That being said Richen adds that the water on the property is 
of poor quality, something that has been confirmed by a number 
of biological and chemical tests, as well as one open scan that 
tests the water for all of its trace components. Those tests re¬ 
vealed sulfur reducing bacteria as well as a heterotrophic plate 
count far above any water sample Richen says he has encoun¬ 
tered. But, he adds, that does not indicate contamination. 

“There doesn't have to be an outside source, if you stick a hole 
in the ground to get water it doesn’t necessarily mean you’ll get 
good water,” he says. “South of Carstairs very few people drink 
the water because it is of poor quality, not necessarily because it 
is unsafe, but unpalatable. The quality of the (Balcum's) water 
was of such objectional quality, not so much to be unhealthy, but 
it was totally undrinkable.” 

Those statements concur with a letter sent to the Balcum from 
the Health Authority advising her to abandon her water supply. 

“I advise you that, based on the results of this analysis, the 
drinking water supply on your property is of such poor quality 
so as to be unfit for human consumption. 

Effective treatment to bring the bacteriological and chemical 
quality of the water supply to acceptable standards may not be 
possible, or economically practical. I recommend that the water 
supply be abandoned and the well be sealed against use,” the 
letter from Richen to Balcum read. 

Although the testing did not turn up evidence of oil and gas 
contamination there was one substance detected that posed curi¬ 
ous to the laboratory, because it does not naturally occur in wa¬ 
ter. The substance was cholesterol and according to Richen the 
most common sources of cholesterol in this instance would be 
from human or animal waste or human or animal tissue. 

Richen says they have been unable to determine the source of 
the cholesterol aside from an identified animal hair that was also 
discovered in the water. But, because there was no indication of 
E-coli bacteria in the water supply Richen says it would indicate 
the contamination did not occur recently. 

Further testing is planned of adjacent wells to identify if the 
problem is isolated to the Balcum’s well or not. Richen says that 
it is RHA5’s policy to always investigate when a health risk is 
alleged. The testing will check for leeching from the old Carstairs 
landfill site or the Carstairs sewage lagoon. This will be the third 
time the authority has tested the Balcum’s water supply.

Carstairs waste transfer station opens 


The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Commission will 
have the Carstairs Waste 
Transfer Station open and op¬ 
erating since October 24th. The 
site will be open on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays from 9:00 to 4:45 
at the old Carstairs landfill site. 

The site is set up with tem¬ 
porary structures while con¬ 
struction on the final facility 
goes ahead. This will allow 


County and Town residents to 
dispose of all regular, nonhaz- 
ardous wastes, including 
household garbage, wood, 
metal, and appliances. The 
rates at the site will be based 
on the estimated size of the load 
in cubic yards until the scale is 
in place. The cost per cubic yard 
is $6.00. 

"The commission is excited 
about starting construction on 


the final facility," said Larry 
Nault, CAO for the Waste Com¬ 
mission. "With a recycling col¬ 
lection area and an invessel 
composter, those who use the 
site will have the opportunity 
to reduce the size of their loads 
before the scale, minimizing the 
amounts of actual garbage that 
will have to be hauled away to 
landfill."

Security Prepardness in Alberta

The recent terrorist attacks in the United 
States and the resulting military engagements 
in Afghanistan deeply affected people through¬ 
out Alberta. The impact of such horrific terror¬ 
ist acts cannot easily be described. For many of 
us, we see the events taking place and become 
concerned about safety and security here in our 
province. 

Albertans can be assured that the RCMR the 
Canadian Security and Intelligence Service and 
the federal government have told us that there 
are no perceived security risks to the province 
at this time. Nevertheless, the Alberta govern¬ 
ment takes the security concerns of Albertans 
seriously and has taken a number of important 
actions since September 11, including: launch¬ 
ing a comprehensive review of Alberta's emer¬ 
gency and security plans to ensure they are ap¬ 
propriate and up-to date; establishing regular 
contact with the province's energy and utility 
companies to review and strengthen security 
plans at key industry sites; monitoring world 
economic conditions and the impact on Alberta, 
particularly on the prices of oil and gas; making 
prudent changes in government spending to en¬ 
sure the province’s fiscal plan remains on track; 
and reactivating a diverse group of experts, called 
the Alberta Emergency Preparedness Partner¬ 
ship, to ensure the necessary procedures and 
communication channels are in place, in the 
event of a terrorist attack. This group under¬ 
stands the crucial systems, programs and infra¬ 
structure in the province. 

Some Albertans have asked about which level 
of government takes the lead if an emergency 
situation arises in the province. The federal gov- 


a role to play in responding to emergency situa¬ 
tions. The federal government coordinates Cana¬ 
da's response to terrorist incidents, deploys mili¬ 
tary forces and plays a supporting role in disas¬ 
ter services. The province is responsible for law 
enforcement, disaster services and supporting 
municipal efforts during emergencies. 

Albertans have also asked about what would 
happen if a big-terrorist incident happened in 
Alberta. Canada's Health Minister has said the 
threat of bio-terrorism in Canada is remote. 
Strong preventative measures already exist in¬ 
cluding stringent water testing and medical 
alerts. If an incident of bioterrorism took place 
in Alberta, the crucial emergency response sys¬ 
tems are in place including necessary links be¬ 
tween municipal, provincial and federal agen¬ 
cies to quickly assess and respond to the situa¬ 
tion to ensure the safety of Albertans. 

These are certainly challenging and difficult 
times as we watch world events unfold. Be as¬ 
sured that the Alberta government is taking the 
necessary steps to ensure the safety and secu¬ 
rity of the province. More information is avail¬

We need to remember that the war on terror¬ 
ism is not an attack on a specific country, peo¬ 
ple or religion. This province is proud of its 
multicultural heritage - many Albertans came 
to this province from Afghanistan or the Middle 
East and are valuable and treasured members 
of our society.

line we have proposed across 
Afghanistan could not begin 
until a recognized government 
is in place that has the confi¬ 
dence of governments, lenders, 
and our company.” 

What Mr. Maresca knew was 
that the area around the Cas¬ 
pian Sea, north of Afghanistan, 
holds about 20'7< of the world’s 
known oil reserves and 12^ of 
the planet’s gas reserves. What 
we are looking at here is yet 


another phase of the “globali¬ 
zation” of trade. The New 
York terrorism and the war 
against it are being used as 
pretexts for transnational cor¬ 
porations to move into Af¬ 
ghanistan, while protected by 
military muscle, to garner big 
profits in a part of the world 
where the U.S., quite under¬ 
standably, doesn’t have too 
many friends. 

That’s why we are fre¬ 
quently warned that the war 
could be a long one. Expect to 
see the occupation of Afghani¬ 
stan by American military 
forces until American power 
has locked down the 
neighborhood. Don’t hold your 
breath on this one.

Items deferred to give new councillors background

It wasn’t a hefty agenda, but county 
council tabled two key items to allow 
new councillors time to review pertinent 
background information.

The recommendations were to ap¬ 
prove the recreation and culture grant 
policy and secondly, three readings be 
given to approve the bylaw establish¬ 
ing the Cremona and District Recrea¬ 
tion and Culture Board. 

Following a brief discussion on the 
issue it was determined that the new 
councillors would require additional 
time to review the issue before making 
an informed decision. As well. Reeve Ian 
Harvie inquired if the village of Cremona 
had been given a copy of the document 
and when the answer came back no he 
suggested that be done before the county 
granted final approval. 

The recreation and culture grant 
policy as well as the Cremona Recrea¬ 
tion Board bylaw will come back to the 
table at the December regular meeting. 
The second issue, which was accepted 
for information and not acted on, was 
in terms of the county municipal build¬ 
ing. The new municipal building pro¬ 
posal sparked contention among rate¬ 
payers last term and was forced to 
plebescite following a petition submit¬ 
ted by over 1,500 local residents. 

Prior to the election when the deci¬ 
sion was made to put the question of 
the building on the ballot county coun¬ 
cil and administration eluded to the fact 
that the decision of local voters would 
be adhered to. 

That commitment seemed to be lack¬ 
ing during the last regular meeting of 
council. 

When asked when a decision on the 
results of the plebescite, which indicated 
a 74 per cent voter opposition to the 
municipal building plans, would be 
made, Reeve Ian Harvie commented 


that council needed more time to review 
the information. 

“It’ll be in the next couple of months 
to help update new councillors,” said 
Harvie. 

That information includes past cost 
analysis comparing renovation and new 
building costs, studies on the condition 
of the current building and a host of 
information that council reviewed prior 
to the election. 

“Basically we’ll be starting from 
square one again,” said Harvie. 

A new piece of information that coun¬ 
cil will now have the opportunity to re¬ 
view concerning the municipal building 
is in the form of an administration re¬ 
port on the validity of the building peti¬ 
tion. 

In the report, county commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude writes, that the peti¬ 
tion received a sufficient number of sig¬ 
natures to be valid under the Munici¬ 
pal Government Act. 

However, he also states that the pe¬ 
tition was not sufficient in terms of its 
submission time frame. 

“I have concluded the petition is not 
a sufficient petition according to the 
requirements of the Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act for the following reasons: The 
Municipal Government Act provides for 
petitions to be received requesting a new 
bylaw or a repealing bylaw to amend or 
repeal a bylaw or resolution already 
passed by council. While wording of this 
petition does not speak in terms of a 
new bylaw or repealing a bylaw, it is 
clear that the petition is addressing the 
issue of the new administration build¬ 
ing. Council passed a resolution on 
June 27, 2001 to proceed with plans to 
construct a new administration build¬ 
ing’. 

“Therefore, giving the wording of the 
petition the broadest possible construc¬ 
tion, I conclude that it is asking for a 
bylaw to repeal the June 27, 2001 reso¬ 
lution of council. The Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act requires that such a peti¬ 
tion be received within 60 days of the

HA5 impacted by government 
spending reductions 


The Alberta govern¬ 
ment today announced 
spending reductions that 
will have a direct impact 
on Alberta's health au¬ 
thorities. 

Overall, Alberta's 
health system is contrib¬ 
uting $92.2 million from 
adjustments in base- one¬ 
time funding to help the 
Alberta government 
achieve a $1.2 billion re¬ 
duction in spending. 

As a result, Health 
Authority 5 will have its 
budget reduced by 
$568,000. 

We recognize the fi¬ 
nancial position of the 
province and its need to 
adhere to its no deficit leg- 
islation and, therefore, 
consider this to be a re¬ 
sponsible reaction,'' said 
A1 Martin, C.E.O. of 
Health Authority 5. 

Health Authority 5 is 
in the fortunate position 
of being able to cover this 
reduction without any 
adjustments to existing 
programs or the current 
workforce. 


"Our decision to set 
aside half of the one-time 
funding received from the 
provincial government 
this fiscal year has put us 
in a position to be able to 
address this new funding 
reduction" said Martin. 
“The funding was origi¬ 


nally earmarked for one¬ 
time expenditures.” 

Despite being able to 
cover this reduction in 
funds, HA5 is taking im¬ 
mediate steps to find cost 
efficiencies that may ex¬ 
ist and to defer discretion¬ 
ary spending.

Water Valley Cowboys will 
defend Canadian titles

Two Water Valley cowboys, Glen 
O’Neill and Rob Bell, will defend their 
Canadian Professional Rodeo Associa¬ 
tion championships at the 2001 Ca¬ 
nadian Finals Rodeo scheduled at the 
Sky Reach Centre in Edmonton from 
Nov. 7-11. 

O’Neill is the defending saddle 
bronc champion, while Bell is the 
reigning bull riding champion. Both 
cowboys won their Canadian champi¬ 
onships at last year’s CFR. 

Surpassing the $100,000 mark in 
total earnings this year, O’Neill was 
the overall leader in Canada with 
$41,848 and is currently in second spot 
in the Professional Rodeo Cowboy’s 
Association/Jack Daniel’s World 
standings with earnings of $144,751. 
Meanwhile, Bell was a top the Jack 
Daniel’s leader board for a couple of 
months earlier in the season and is 
currently second in the World 
Standings cashing in cheques worth 
$85,751. In the Canadian standings 
Bell finished in eighth place earning 
$17,055. Last year at the National fi¬ 
nals Rodeo O’Neill placed third and 
Bell finished in seventh place. When 
the 2001 NFR opens in Las Vegas on 
Dec. 7, both cowboys will be vying for 
their first World championship. 

Joining Bell in the bull riding event 
at Edmonton will be Big Valley’s Kelly 


Armstrong, who placed fifth in Canada 
with $19,885 in earnings, Cochrane’s 
Beau McArthur earning $20,133 for 
second place and Old’s Greg Whitlow, 
the sixth place qualifier pocketing $18, 
586. Whitlow is riding in his first CFR 
and gunning to qualify for his first ride 
in the NFR. He is currently in 10th 
place in the World standings tucking 
$61,889 in his Wrangler jeans. 
McArthur was the CPRA rookie of the 
year and will be trying for a Canadian 
championship in his first trip to the 
CFR. 

In the calf roping event. Cliff 
Williamson, of Madden, will be roping 
in his 22nd CFR. Williamson, who has 
surpassed the $500,000 plateau in 
earnings on Canadian soil, finished 
second in the regular CPRA season 
collecting $23,189. Joining Williamson 
in Edmonton is four time Canadian 
champion, Joe Lucas, of Carstairs, 
Mark Nugent, of Water Valley and Guy 
Smith, of Wimborne. Lucas qualified 
for the CFR in third spot earning 
$19,733 and Nugent placed fourth 
with earnings of $18,736. Smith rop¬ 
ing in his fifth CFR finished eighth 
collecting $15,516. 

Competing in his 20th consecutive 
CFR bareback rider Bill Boyd, of Olds, 
will be vying for his third Canadian 
championship. Boyd finished in second 
spot in the Canadian standings with 
winnings of $26,152.

Town receives 
$624,152 in 
ICAP grants

Infrastructure Canada announced earlier this 
month funding to 71 projects across Alberta - four of 
them in Didsbury. 

The four projects, which total $624,186, will see 
construction in Didsbury on four local projects. 

The Town will receive $194,152 to construct a lift 
station as part of a larger project to extend water and 
sewer services to the new industrial subdivision, hous¬ 
ing development and church. 

The Town will receive an additional $157,076 for 
the 10th street Sanitary Force Mains. This project 
will see the construction, instillation and connection 
of a new force main between an existing sanitary sys¬ 
tem and the new lift station. This will allow further 
expansion of the sanitary sewer system to new hous¬ 
ing and industrial developments. 

An additional $98,762 will be received by the Town 
to construct and install a new watermain, expanding 
the delivery of potable water services to a new indus¬ 
trial subdivision, residential development and church 
site. 

For the Rosebud Industrial Subdivision Sanitary 
Mains the town will receive $174,196. This project 
will see the construction and installation of sanitary 
mains to a new industrial subdivision. 

The Infrastructure Canada - Alberta Program 
(ICAP) is a partnership involving federal, provincial, 
and municipal governments that allows for private 
sector participation. All three levels of government 
played an important part in the design of this new 
program. 

According to a press release, ICAP's first priority 
is "green" municipal infrastructure. Approximately 
$23.8 million or 78 per cent of the amount approved 
today will be directed towards projects to improve or 
enhance "green" municipal infrastructure in Alberta 
communities. Green infrastructure will include projects 
related to water and wastewater systems, water man¬ 
agement, solid waste management and recycling, and 
capital expenditures to retrofit or improve the energy 
efficiency of buildings and facilities owned by local 
municipalities. 

Of the 71 projects announced for Alberta, all of them 
met the over all objectives of ICAR stated the press 
release.

Dignitaries from the county, the prov¬ 
ince, the federal government, the 
town and others who have donated large 
sums to ensure the arena was a success 
were all present. 

Prior to the ribbon cutting the Mayor 
Richard Dais was presented with 
nearly $140,000 to assist with putting 
the finishing touches on the 
facility. 

The donations came from the Ag So¬ 
ciety ($115,000), the Alberta Energy 
Corp ($15,000) and the Carstairs Elks 
and the West Carstairs 4-H Club 
($3,800). 

The funds will go to the completion 
of the east bleachers, the wash stalls 
for the 4-H show and sale and towards 
meeting the rest of the financial goal to 
finish the facility. 

As well it was announced that Moun¬ 


tain View County would be providing 
the hard surface to the arena parking 
lot. 

There is approximately $300,000 
more needed to complete the arena and 
a fundraising blitz targeting rural resi¬ 
dents is hoped to assist in meeting 
that goal. 

Not to mention a few corporate do¬ 
nations that are still expected. 

The construction of the arena was 
commended for how it has brought out 
the spirit of Carstairs. Dais and many 
of the dignitaries commented that the 
facility would not have been possible 
with out the cooperation of so many 
people. 

“It takes a lot of team work to build 
an arena and we’ve been very 
fortunate to have such a strong team," 
said Ben Thorlakson, rural fundraiser 
blitz coordinator.

OPEN HOUSE 

In good hands with Didsbury search and rescue

In times of emergency and crisis 
there are groups that come to the fore¬ 
front of everyone’s mind, the RCMR 
the fire department and local 
ambulance services, but, at times, an¬ 
other group is just as important and 
just as busy providing crisis relief and 
emergency support. 

That group is the Didsbury Search 
and Rescue team, consisting of ap¬ 
proximately 58 members. 

Highly trained in medical response, 
search and rescue, evidence and man 


tracking and a whole host of other 
skills, search and rescue is a valuable 
resource to the community and to the 
RCMF. 

Members of the Didsbury and sur¬ 
rounding community had a chance to 
see some of the things Didsbury 
Search and Rescue has done since it’s 
inception nearly five years ago. 

In that time the group has been in¬ 
volved in a variety of operations in¬ 
cluding relief at the Pine Lake tor¬ 
nado disaster, an operation that 
officials say led to the current success 
of the search and rescue team. 


Although one of the most devastat¬ 
ing natural disasters in Alberta his¬ 
tory, the Pine Lake tornado brought 
the importance and need of search and 
rescue teams to the forefront of peo¬ 
ple’s minds. 

Through that disaster groups such 
as Didsbury Search and Rescue 
proved their value to local communi¬ 
ties and donations began pouring in. 

Those donations have helped the 
search and rescue team to update and 
build on equipment, which assists 
them in their operations. 

In the last few years they have been 


able to garner a donation of a bus 
which serves as a mobile command 
centre for emergency service coordi¬ 
nation in the field. 

The unit is equipped with radio, 
computer and satellite telephone ca¬ 
pabilities. 

As well, a global positioning sys¬ 
tem is on the wish list. 

Search and rescue is always look¬ 
ing to expand its volunteer base. 

Aside from helping in continuing a 
valuable community resource, volun¬ 
teers also learn a host of new relevant 
skills.

DRIVING SAFETY 


First signs of winter spells 
havoc on the roads 


It happens every year: the 
first snowfall creates chaos on 
the roads with vehicles sliding 
into ditches, intersections - and 
each other. Winter crashes and 
fender benders are not inevita¬ 
ble, however, they could be pre¬ 
vented if drivers would adjust 
their driving before an emer¬ 
gency happens. 

"The problem is drivers don't 
change their driving behaviour 
when road conditions change," 
says Dan Van Keeken of the 
Alberta Motor Association, a 
partner in the MISSION POS¬ 
SIBLE Traffic Safety Initiative. 
"Icy roads will affect your abil¬ 
ity to steer, accelerate, and stop 
so it's a mistake to drive the 
same as you would under per¬ 
fect road conditions." 

Van Keeken notes that road 
conditions can change radically 
- not only because of weather 
changes - but between major 
roadways and residential 
streets, for example. The ex¬ 
haust from vehicles idling at a 
stop light melts the snow, 
which then freezes into ice. Al¬ 
though pavement may look 
bare, it can have a transparent 
coating of ice. Drivers can mini¬ 
mize the risks by practicing the 
following safety tips: 

Allow extra time for travel¬ 
ling to your destination. Many 
crashes happen because drivers 
are in a hurry. 

Adjust speed to conditions. 


Remember that icy roads will 
affect your ability to steer, ac¬ 
celerate, and stop. 

• Check for black ice. When 
there is no traffic around, test 
traction by applying brakes for 
a second. 

Allow yourself extra space 
between the vehicle in front of 
you. Following-too-close for 
conditions is a leading factor in 
crashes. 

Never use cruise control on 
icy or snowy highways. Your 
vehicle may accelerate slightly 
without warning, especially 
when going uphill, which may 
be enough to break the traction 
between your driving wheels 
and the road. The result could 
be an uncontrollable spin or 
skid. 

Use a very slight touch on 
the brake or accelerator. Sud¬ 
den acceleration and braking 
will break traction and result 
in loss of control. 

• Pass only when absolutely 
necessary. Overtaking a slower 
vehicle is one of the most dan¬ 
gerous maneuvers you can try 
on icy highways. 

Use extreme caution when 
passing snowplows. Plows cre¬ 
ate clouds of snow around them, 
obscuring all vision for several 
seconds. As well, once you 
overtake the plow you will be 
traveling on an unplowed sur¬ 
face. 

Ensure your vehicle is in 


good condition. Your tires 
should have plenty of tread and 
be inflated properly. Your tires 
are the only control surface 
between your vehicle and the 
road, so make sure they are in 
good shape. 

Use the ditch. A deep, snow- 
filled ditch may be your safest 
place in an emergency. If you 
begin to lose control, it's far 
safer to veer into the ditch than 
into oncoming traffic. Also, 
many vehicle rollovers are 
caused by a driver over-react¬ 
ing to avoid hitting the ditch 
and yanking the steering wheel 
toward the yellow line. 

Slow down early! Force fol¬ 
lowing traffic to slow well in 
advance of intersections to re¬ 
duce the risk of being rear- 
ended. 

Leave a buffer space. When 
you stop on ice, leave a car 
length or two ahead. If you see 
that the vehicle behind you is 
unable to stop, you can pull 
ahead into your "buffer zone" to 
avoid a collision. 

• Check your rearview mir¬ 
ror every time you brake. 

Force following traffic to 
slow well in advance and stop 
at intersection to reduce the 
risk of being rear-ended. 

If all else fails, brace your¬ 
self! Always wear your seatbelt 
and ensure your passengers 
wear theirs. 


Don’t be a pumpkin head this 
Halloween... drive safely 


It's dark outside, there's an 
increase in traffic, and children 
are crossing unfamiliar streets 
in dark clothing. This is why 
the pedestrian/automobile col¬ 
lision rate is significantly 
higher on Halloween. AMA 
School Safety Patrol Coordina¬ 
tors across the province say, 
"Safe drivers are a real treat on 
Halloween!" 

AMA offers parents and all 
drivers the following advice: 

Be like a jack-o-lantern and 
turn your lights on. Even in 
daylight, lights will make you 
more visible. 

Don't be a batty driver. In an 
area where there are many 
kids, drive a little slower than 
the posted speed limit. 

Young ghouls and goblins 
don't always remember to look 
for cars, especially when they're 
excited. It's up to you to come 
to a complete stop at 
crosswalks and watch between 
parked cars. 

Don't trick yourself into 
thinking you can get your 
treats at the last minute. Make 
sure you have enough candy so 
you can avoid the last minute 
rush. 

AMA offers kids the follow¬ 
ing advice: 

Masks may block your vi¬ 
sion. Try makeup instead. 

The brighter you are, the 
safer you'll he. Wear light col¬ 
oured costumes and reflective 
materials so that cars can see 


you better 

Plan on trick-or-treating af¬ 
ter dark? Use a flashlight. 
Walk- don’t run! 

Don't be a creep! Cross the 
street carefully at corners, 
never in the middle of the block 
or between parked cars. 

If there are no sidewalks, 
walk facing traffic. 

Wait until you get home to 
sort, check and eat your treats. 

The AMA School Safety Pa¬ 
trol program works to prevent 


incidences between pedestrians 
and automobiles by training 
young volunteer students to 
help their classmates cross the 
road safely. In the entire his¬ 
tory of School Safety Patrol, 
there has never been a fatality 
at a patrolled crosswalk. Ap¬ 
proximately 17,000 students at 
550 schools throughout Alberta 
take part annually in the pro¬ 
gram. AMA has sponsored the 
School Safety Patrol in Alberta 
since 1937.

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QUESTION: My husband, Joe, tells me he feels suffo¬ 
cated in our marriage and wants out. What should 1 do? 
How should I change my relationship with him? 

DR. DOBSON: Though 1 realize it may be the most 
difficult thing you’ve ever done, the only promising op¬ 
tion at this point is to open the cage door and set Joe free! 
Gather every ounce of courage and self-respect you can 
muster and have a serious talk with him along the follow¬ 
ing lines: “Joe, I’ve been through some very tough mo¬ 
ments since you decided to leave. My love for you is so 
deep that I just couldn’t face the possibility of life without 
you. To a person like me, who expected to marry only once 
and to remain committed for life, it is a terrible shock to 
see our relationship begin to unravel. Nevertheless, I have 
been doing some intense soul-searching, and I now realize 
that I have been attempting to hold you against your will. 
As I reflect on our courtship and early years together, I’m 
reminded that you married me of your own free choice. I 
didn’t blackmail you or twist your arm or offer you a bribe. 
It was a decision you made without pressure from me. Now 
you say you want out of the marriage, and obviously, I 
have to let you go. I can no more force you to stay today 
than I could have made you marry me. So, if you never 
call me again, then I will accept your decision. This entire 
experience has been painful, but I’m going to make it. You 
and I had some wonderful times together, Joe. You were 
my first real love, and I’ll never forget the memories that 
we shared.” Slowly, unbelievably, Joe will see the cage door 
start to rise. He has felt bound to you hand and foot for 
years, and now you’ve set him free! “But there must be a 
catch,” he’s likely to think. “It’s too good to be true. This 
is just another trick to win me back. In a week or two 
she’ll be crying on the phone again, begging me to come 
home. She’s really weak, you know, and she’ll crack un¬ 
der pressure.” It is my strongest recommendation that you 
prove that your husband is wrong in this expectation. Let 
him marvel at your self-control in coming weeks. Only the 
passage of time will convince him that you are serious. 

QUESTION: How is Joe likely to respond to the new 
me? 

DR. DOBSON: He may test your resolve in the next 
few months by showing hostility, being aloof, or by flirt¬ 
ing with other women. He’ll be watching during this time 
for signs of weakness or panic. If you continue to show 
self-confidence, you will convince him that he is actually 
free. Three things typically happen when you convey that 
understanding: (1) The trapped partner no longer feels it 
necessary to fight off the other, and the relationship im¬ 
proves. It is not that the love affair is rekindled, necessar¬ 
ily, but the strain between the two partners is often eased. 
(2) As the cool spouse begins to feel free again, the ques¬ 
tion he has been asking himself changes. After having 
wondered for weeks or months, “How can I get out of this 
mess?” he now asks, “Do I really want to go?” Just know¬ 
ing that he can have his way often makes him less anx¬ 
ious to achieve it. Sometimes it turns him around 180 de¬ 
grees and brings him back home. (3) The third change 
occurs not in the cool spouse but in the mind of the vul¬ 
nerable one. Incredibly, she feels better — somehow more 
in control of the situation. There is no greater agony than 
journeying through a vale of tears, waiting in vain for the 
phone to ring or for a miracle to occur. Instead, the per¬ 
son begins to respect herself and receives small evidences 
of respect in return. 

Even though it is difficult to let go once and for all, 
there are ample rewards for doing so. One of those advan¬ 
tages involves the feeling that she has a definite course of 
action to follow. That is infinitely more comfortable than 
experiencing the utter despair of powerlessness that she 
felt before. 


And little by little, the healing process begins. Does this 
approach always work? Of course not. Nothing always 
works in human relationships. Some people will re-exam¬ 
ine the decision to leave and decide to return. Others will 
keep on going. Either way, however, showing respect for 
yourself in the crisis will maximize the opportunities for 
your relationship to survive. Even if it’s too late to recon¬ 
nect with Joe, you’ll have your self-confidence back and 
will be able to go on without him.

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Schizophrenia in 
Alberta 

One in 100 Albertans suffer from 
schizophrenia 


It is a condition that is debilitating, is not physically obvious, 
requires medical and social support and the symptoms can be 
controlled by medications. A description of cancer? Possibly, but 
this description is also indicative of another condition — schizo¬ 
phrenia. 

One in 100 people in Alberta suffer from schizophrenia. That 
means, in a city the size of Red Deer, approximately 600 people 
are affected, but it also touches people in small towns and rural 
areas. 

Schizophrenia is used to describe what many researchers be¬ 
lieve to be a number of illness that cause a disturbance in the 
brain's functioning. Suggested causes include a chemical imbal¬ 
ance and genetic predisposition yet the true cause is still un¬ 
known. 

Those suffering from schizophrenia know too well the com¬ 
mon symptoms of the illness including auditory hallucinations 
(hearing voices), deterioration in work skills, self care and social 
relations, disorganized behaviour and altered thought processes. 
Such symptoms extend themselves into every facet of daily life. 

The symptoms of schizophrenia can be controlled by the right 
dosage and prescription of expensive medication. 

Austin Mardon, a consumer and co-ordinator of the Alberta 
Mental Health Self-Help Network, has been taking medications 
for his symptons for the last nine-years after being diagnosed in 
1992. “The medication reduces the severity of the symptoms but 
it doesn’t get rid of them...I still get paranoid and have bizarre 
thoughts.” 

This mental illness is no less debilitating than other illnesses 
such as cancer, but the stigma that is associated with mental 
illness is far more prevalent. Because Schizophrenia is not well 
understood, many wrongly believe that people with schizophre¬ 
nia are dangerous, and need to be kept separate from society. 
Such stereotypes and misperceptions can have severe conse¬ 
quences — when a friend or family member is diagnosed with 
mental illness, they need the emotional support from family and 
friends. Schizophrenia does not choose among culture, age, gen¬ 
der, socio-economic status or education. Mardon holds a Bach¬ 
elor of Arts degree in Geography, a Masters of Science degree jn 
Geography, a Masters of Education degree in Education Curricu¬ 
lum and Instruction, a Ph.D. in Geography and has published 
107 articles in many prestigious publications. He completed his 
last degree after being diagnosed with schizophrenia. Marden says 
that the stigma is the most difficult part. 

Schizophrenia is expensive. According to the Schizophrenia 
Society of Alberta, the total annual burden on the Canadian 
economy is about $2-billion dollars annually. According to 
Mardon, medications alone can cost the consumer up to $1600 
per month.

The road, which winds its 
way to Grant MacEwan’s 
cabin, located west of 
Olds, is actually two ruts 
made slippery from recent 
snowfall. 

The cabin is set back a fair 
piece from the main road. 
Birdhouses line the path and 
an old-fashioned plow, de¬ 
signed to be pulled behind 
oxen, sits near the cabin door. 

Mr. MacEwan died in June 
2000 at the age of 97. but a 
good part of his 
life’s story is alive and well 
thanks to his close friend of 
50 years, and longtime, well 
known Olds resident Chic 
Miller. 

On the way to the cabin, 
Chic Miller explains how Mr. 
MacEwan built the 
cabin by hand, and by himself, 
just over 20 years ago. He 
didn’t want a road, electric¬ 
ity, indoor plumbing, or any 
help in his pursuit. You’d 
think a man nearing 80 
would be deserving of some of 
life’s conveniences. He 
wanted to cultivate the land, 
by plow and oxen of course. 

Mr. Miller did help as much 
as Mr. MacEwan would per¬ 
mit. He helped locate the 
quarter-section of land wor¬ 
thy of an artist’s brush-over¬ 
looking a valley, framed by 
forest and stream. Mr. Miller 
also helped secure the tel¬ 
ephone poles that would even¬ 
tually form cabin’s walls. 

It’s not as though Mr. 
MacEwan hadn’t experienced 
some of life's best offerings. 
He was a well-known author, 
politician (mayor of Calgary, 
and Alberta’s lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor from 1966 to 1975), 
philosopher and environmen¬ 
talist. His love for nature and 
abhorrence of waste, learned 
from his mother, who taught 
that waste was synonymous 
with sin, stamped his charac¬ 
ter. 

Mr. Miller reveals how Mr. 
MacEwan exemplified the 
thrifty, simple life. 

When attending to political 
business, or speaking engage¬ 
ments outside of Calgary, he 
preferred to travel by bus.

Both shared a love of na¬ 
ture, horses, and writing. Mr. 
Miller has written 
four books, the most recent 
“Horse Tails and Home¬ 
steader Trails” was released 
three years ago when he was 
88 . 

He has also written a 
horse dictionary and two 
books on his family geneal¬ 
ogy. 

The two men share a repu¬ 
tation as honourable men. 
Since Mr. Miller moved to the 
Olds area with his family from 
Cereal when he was 15, he’s 
earned an enviable reputa¬ 
tion. He’s earned his living 


from the land, and has owned 
and operated several success¬ 
ful ventures including farm 
machinery, automobile, real 
estate, and more recently an 
investment business. His hon¬ 
esty and the respect he 
earned, served him well in 
business and continue to 
guide him today. 

Recently, Mr. Miller offered 
his autographed collection of 
nearly 50 books authored by 


Grant MacEwan, to the 
Mountain View Museum. Mr. 
Miller’s benevolence will pro¬ 
vide future generations with 
an invaluable insight into Al¬ 
berta’s history. 

Mr. MacEwan would un¬ 
doubtedly be pleased with the 
generous donation of his close 
friend. 

It would please his practi¬ 
cal, giving nature. Mr. 
MacEwan would also be 


pleased that his often sought- 
after plot of land would re¬ 
main in his family. His grand¬ 
daughter and her family have 
recently expressed a desire to 
build a home and live on the 
picturesque quarter-section. 

The cabin? 

It will always remain the 
way it was designed and built, 
not unlike Mr. MacEwan’s 
books, to be enjoyed by future 
generations.

Expensive hay can be replaced in a horses diet

The widespread drought in 
western Canada resulted in 
poor growing conditions for 
hay this summer. As a result, 
less hay was produced and 
prices have skyrocketed crops 
this summer. 

"Finding enough hay for 
the winter, and at a fair price, 
has become very difficult for 
many horse owners," says 
Lori Warren, PhD, PAS, pro¬ 
vincial horse specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Edmon¬ 
ton. "Thankfully, there are al¬ 
ternative feeds that can be 
used to extend your hay sup¬ 
ply.” The following are some 
suggestions of feeds that can 
be used to replace some or all 
of the hay in a horse's diet: 

Last year's hay crop - the 
mild winter may have left 
some producers with surplus 
hay produced from last year's 
crop. If properly stored, last 
year’s hay should retain most 
of the nutrients it started 
with. 

Hay cubes - often made of 
alfalfa, grass hay, peas and/ 
or corn, hay cubes are an ex¬ 
cellent alternative to hay. 
Hay cubes can be used to re¬ 
place some or all of the hay 
and should be fed similarly to 
hay, by weight (so, if you fed 
14 pounds of alfalfa, you 
would feed 14 pounds of alfalfa 
cubes). 

Alfalfa pellets - pellets 
can serve as the only forage 
source if the horse is slowly 


adapted from hay to pellets. 
However, it is suggested that 
a small amount (five to seven 
pounds) of long-stemmed hay 
or straw also be provided. 

Beet pulp - as a by-prod¬ 
uct of sugar beet processing, 
beet pulp is a very digestible 
source of fibre. Beet pulp can 
be used to replace up to half 
of the normal hay ration 
(seven to 10 pounds). 

Haylage or silage - prop¬ 
erly prepared haylage can be 
used to replace some or all of 
the hay in the diet. Good qual¬ 
ity silage can replace one- 
third to one-half of the hay 
ration for horses. Do not feed 
spoiled haylage or silage to 
horses because they are much 
more sensitive to moulds. 

Green feed - oat and bar¬ 
ley crops make excellent qual¬ 
ity hay if the grains are har¬ 
vested in the early-dough 
stage. However, quite often 
these crops are harvested for 
hay at a more mature stage 
because the grain crops 
failed. Harvesting at a more 
mature stage decreases the 
nutrient content. And in a 
drought year, green feed may 
have high nitrate levels. Do 
not use feeds with more than 
one per cent nitrate. 

Straw - straw can be used 
to replace all of the hay, if the 
diet is properly supplemented 
with extra protein and min¬ 
erals. However, straw is best 
used to replace only a portion 
of the hay and still signifi¬ 


cantly extends your hay sup¬ 
ply. Oat straw is softer and 
tends to be more palatable to 
horses than wheat or barley 
straw. When feeding straw, 
always make sure your horse 
has an adequate source of 
water available to reduce the 
risk of impaction colic. 

Pea straw - pea straw has 
received a lot of attention this 
season because it contains 
more protein and calcium 
than other straws. However, 
this extra protein may be 
bound by fibre, making it una¬ 
vailable to the horse. There¬ 
fore, the nutrient content of 
pea straw should be consid¬ 
ered similar to oat and wheat 
straw. Also, the course tex¬ 
ture of pea straw may dis¬ 
courage some horses from 
eating it. 

Swath grazing or graz¬ 
ing crop aftermath - many 
horse owners may be able to 
take advantage of swath graz¬ 
ing or allowing their horses 


higher feed costs," adds War¬ 
ren. "Do not attempt to save 
money by buying mouldy or 
poor quality feeds. This prac¬ 
tice may be harmful to your 
horses, and cost you more in 
vet bills in the long run. Buy 
the best quality forage you 
can afford and supplement 
accordingly. 


to graze on crop aftermath. 
However, horses may not be 
able to gain as much nutri¬ 
tion from these sources as 
cattle, and they will likely 
have to be supplemented. 

Grain - in general, grains 
are poor sources of fibre. How¬ 
ever, when hay is scarce, we 
have the option of feeding 
more grain to replace some of 
the nutrition normally found 
in hay. As long as the horse 
receives at least one per cent 
of its body weight as forage, 
the rest can be replaced by 
grain. To avoid colic and 1am- 
initis, increase the level of 
grain slowly over two weeks 
and never feed more than five 
pounds of grain at a single 
feeding. 

"The drought experienced 
in Alberta this year affected 
all crops, so be prepared for

Conservation 
Agrologist Precision 
farming, or site specific 
management (SSM) is 
the practice of tailoring 
farm inputs according to 
differences in growing 
conditions within farm 
fields. It offers the po¬ 
tential to increase both 
the economic efficiency 
and the environmental 
friendliness of farm in¬ 
puts. 

For example, single 
rates of fertilizer are of¬ 
ten over applied in cer¬ 
tain areas of farm fields. 

Why waste fertilizer by 
using regular rates on 
eroded knolls that don't 
yield in the best of 
times? Reduced fertilizer 
rates in low-lying areas 
that are already high in 
fertility may not only re¬ 
duce the chance of lodg¬ 
ing - but also the chance 
of fertilizer loss to the 
environment by leaching 
or as a greenhouse gas. 

The technology that 
has developed to support 
SSM even has the poten¬ 
tial to increase the effi¬ 
ciency of using a single 
rate, such as GPS- 
guided spraying to re¬ 
duce overlaps of herbi¬ 
cide. SSM offers many 
possibilities for both eco¬ 
nomic and environmen¬ 
tal benefits. 

Site specific manage¬ 
ment does not have a sin¬ 
gle formula for success. 

Rather, farmers must 
determine appropriate 
rates to suit their own 
individual soil, climate 
and past management 
practices.

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REPORT FROM THE LEGISLATURE 

Government takes steps to keep Alberta economy strong 


Alberta’s economy remains 
strong but due to the volatility 
of energy prices the economic 
uncertainty resulting from re¬ 
cent events in the U.S., the pro¬ 
vincial government is adjusting 
its 2001-02 budget to ensure it 
stays on track. 

Provincial economic growth 
is still expected to exceed the 
national average this year. Al¬ 
berta’s economy is in such good 
shape that the impact of a pos¬ 
sible world economic slowdown 
will be felt far less in Alberta 
than in other parts of Canada 
and the world. There are, how¬ 
ever, unexpected challenges 
caused by the startling and 
unprecedented events of Sep¬ 
tember 11th. 

Since that day, there have 
been sharp drops in oil and 
natural gas prices, and these 
drops will affect Alberta’s bot¬ 
tom line if government does not 
act now. The Alberta govern¬ 
ment is taking action to ensure 
Alberta continues to be in the 
best position possible to face the 
economic challenges that may 
lie ahead. As a result, there will 
be an immediate hiring freeze 
in the public service. Vacancies 
will not be filled until further 
notice, except in emergency 
situations. As well, all discre¬ 
tionary spending by govern¬ 
ment is frozen, and all minis¬ 
tries have been asked to cut one 
percent of their budget for this 
year. Moreover, the govern¬ 
ment will not spend some tar¬ 
geted reserves in the Budget 
like the $300 million that had 
been set aside for electricity and 
natural gas rebates. 

These measures are expected 
to save governments approxi¬ 
mately $500 million this fiscal 
year. While some one-time 
spending will be deferred, most 
capital projects will proceed 


uninterrupted, but a few will be 
delayed. The projects affected 
will be determined in the com¬ 
ing weeks. Following a meeting 
with her provincial counter¬ 
parts, Finance Minister Pat 
Nelson will deliver an economic 
report to Albertans in mid-Oc¬ 
tober. This report will meet this 
year’s revised fiscal targets. 

Investment and Initia¬ 
tives Aimed to Improve 
the Health of Albertans in 
2000 2001 

The year 2000/2001 achieved 
a balance between services 
aimed at diagnosing and treat¬ 
ing illness, and initiatives 
aimed at promoting wellness 
and preventing injury and dis¬ 
ease. The Alberta Health and 
Wellness 2000/2001 Annual Re¬ 
port, released on September 
28th, highlights the positive 
results of government initia¬ 
tives to improve the quality of 
health services in Alberta. Gov¬ 
ernment spending on health 
care rose in 2000/2001 to al¬ 
most $6 billion, almost a half¬ 
billion over the previous year. 
Among other things, this ena¬ 
bled the previous year. Among 
other things, this enabled the 
province to add up to 2.400 po¬ 
sitions for nurses and other 
front-line staff over three years. 
Additional funds were also al¬ 
located to expand home care 
services, and guidelines for 
partnerships between health 
authorities and the private sec¬ 
tor to develop long-term care 
facilities were also established. 
New funding was introduced to 
reduce waiting times for diag¬ 
nosis and treatment for open- 
heart surgeries, joint replace¬ 
ments, MRIs and breast and 
prostate cancer treatment. 

Moreover, initiatives were 
taken to attract and keep phy¬ 
sicians in Alberta, including a 


two-year compensation agree¬ 
ment, and rural and interna¬ 
tional medical graduate train¬ 
ing programs. As well, nine 
new Aboriginal community- 
based projects were established 
under the Aboriginal Health 
Strategy to address health is¬ 
sues such as diabetes, tubercu¬ 
losis, injury prevention, men¬ 
tal health, and access to serv¬ 
ices. 

Alberta achieved one of its 
lowest rates ever for tubercu¬ 
losis through ongoing monitor¬ 
ing, treatment and prevention 
strategies. Waiting lists for 
MRIs also decreased signifi¬ 
cantly during 2000/2001. While 
waiting lists for heart surgery 
declined slightly in the past two 
years, the number of people 
waiting for joint replacement 
surgery increased. 

In the areas of health care 
protection, promotion and pre¬ 
vention, the immunization pro¬ 
grams with Calgary and Capi¬ 
tal Health Authorities enabled 
more than 300,000 young 
Albertans to be vaccinated 
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against meningococcal disease, 
and improved information sys¬ 
tems were developed to support 
screening programs for selected 
newborn metabolic disorders. 

A Strong Learning 
System Continues to 
Improve Opportunities for 
Albertans 

Alberta Learning’s 2000/ 
2001 Annual Report reports 
high satisfaction and achieve¬ 
ment levels across Alberta’s 
learning system, which reflects 
the quality of education pro¬ 
vided. New initiatives such as 
the addition of 1,800 post-sec¬ 
ondary spaces, and increased 
funding to expand kindergar¬ 
ten hours are examples of im¬ 
provements made to the system 
this year. Overall, student 
achievement test results for the 
2000/2001 school year indicate 
a continued high level of 


achievement in the number of 
students meeting the acceptable 
standard. Plus, the overall 
number of students achieving 
the standard of excellence ex¬ 
ceeded the provincial target. 
With regard to levels of satis¬ 
faction, 94 percent of high 
school students and 88 percent 
of parents are satisfied with the 
quality of kindergarten to 
grade 12 education; 95 percent 
of apprenticeship graduates are 
satisfied with the quality of 
their technical training and 92 
percent are satisfied with their 
work experience; 77 percent of 
Albertans are satisfied with the 
preparation adult learners re¬ 
ceive for the workforce; and 83 
percent of all post-secondary 
graduates obtained employ¬ 
ment, with majority of them 
finding work in jobs related to 
their education.

FARM LIFE 

Study of 
farm 
families’ 
work 

under way 

Funded mainly by the Cana¬ 
dian Adaptation and Rural De¬ 
velopment Fund and by the Sta¬ 
tus of Women Canada, the 
project, “Employment Prac¬ 
tices of Farm Families,” is also 
being supported by Saskatch¬ 
ewan Agriculture and the Sas¬ 
katchewan Women’s Secre¬ 
tariat, as well as the Alberta 
Women’s Institutes. The 
project is being carried 
out by the National 
Farmers Union and the 
Centre for Rural Studies 
and Enrichment at St. 
Peter’s College in Muen- 
ster, SK. 

Six hundred members 
of farming families- men, 
women and youth - will 
be interviewed across 
the country through the 
course of this crop year. 

They will provide infor¬ 
mation about the kind of 
work that it takes to en¬ 
able a family farm to sur¬ 
vive in the year 2002. 

“This is 
groundbreaking study.” 

Says Diane Martz of the 
Centre for Rural Studies 
and Enrichment. “The 
Census of Agriculture 
isn’t able to gather good 
data about the workload 
of farm family members 
because it only records 
people who identify 
themselves as farm op¬ 
erators, and it doesn’t 
gather information 
about any work that 
isn’t done for cash. This 
means that a lot of the 
work of farm women is 
ignored, and almost all 
the work of teenagers is 
also ignored. “We also 
don’t really know what 
men are doing, because 
a lot of assumptions are 
built around them. We 
don’t have a lot of solid 
facts about farm people’s 
work. All we know is 
that they’re doing a lot 
of it, not only on the 
farm but off the farm as 
well.” 

The research inter¬ 
views will be carried out 
by a dedicated group of 
people who farm back¬ 
grounds. Florence and 
Darlene of Alberta 
Women’s Institutes are 
among these people. 
Florence says “I like the 
fact that we can prom¬ 
ise people that the gov¬ 
ernment won’t know 
who we’ve been talking 
to. I think people feel 
more secure if they know 
they’re talking to an¬ 
other person who under¬ 
stands the problems and 
who isn’t representing 
anyone but other farm 
families.” 


Alberta's pork exports to 
Mexico have been showing 
some growth over the past few 
years. The market looks 
brighter for the future with tar¬ 
iffs to be removed in 2003, un¬ 
der NAFTA. "Alberta pork may 
be on Mexican plates whether 
processed in Alberta or in 
neighboring provinces," says 
Marcia O'Connor, Mexico-Latin 
America trade director with 
Alberta Economic Develop¬ 
ment, Edmonton. 

"Only about 60 per cent of 
Alberta's 3.5 million hog pro¬ 
duction is processed in Alberta," 
says Darren Chase, livestock 
market analyst with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development. Edmonton. "The 
remainder moves out of prov¬ 
ince to processing facilities in 


western Canada and the United 
States.” 

In May 2001, Canada Pork 
International (CPI) partnered 
with the Canada Beef Export 
Federation (CBEF) on a tech¬ 
nical seminar with product sam¬ 
pling in Mexico City. These or¬ 
ganizations share common 
meat buyers, and the 
partnering served both organi¬ 
zations' members well. Follow¬ 
ing the seminar in Mexico City, 
CPI held a similar function in 
Monterrey. 

Jacques Pomerleau, execu¬ 
tive director with CPI, com¬ 
ments, "We've heard from our 
Mexican contacts that the 
seminar was very much appre¬ 
ciated and that those in attend¬ 
ance learned much new infor¬ 
mation about the safety and the 


attributes of our respective 
products. As a result, we are 
planning another series of semi¬ 
nars with CBEF for May 2002." 

Pork market in Mexico 

Mexico's per capita con¬ 
sumption of pork is 11.5 kg, 
about half of the per capita beef 
consumption of 23.2 kg. In 
2000, Mexico's pork production 
was 1,035,000 MT (carcass 
weight equivalent). 

Some imported pork sold in 
Mexico goes to processors for 
the making of ham, delicates¬ 
sen meats and frankfurters. 
The market for these products 
has been growing; however, 
some processors are substitut¬ 
ing poultry products for pork. 
Supermarkets are increasing 
their share of imported pork 


products. 

Many of the supermarkets 
cater to higher income consum¬ 
ers and their stores are as mod¬ 
ern as Canadian stores. Large 
retail chains are often well set 
up to import. 

Alberta companies must 
have a Mexican importer (or 
representative) registered with 
the Secretary of Finance and 
Public Credit (SHCP) in order 
to export to Mexico. 

Canada/Alberta pork ex¬ 
ports Canada's pork exports to 
Mexico totaled $33.9 million in 
2000, Alberta accounted for 13 
per cent of that value amount¬ 
ing to $4.5 million. Overall, 
Canada's exports to Mexico in 
the first half of 2001 have 
grown over 50 per cent com¬ 
pared with the first half of 2000.

Grizzlys facing tough competition in south division

The buzz word around the 
Alberta Junior Hockey League 
these days is..."parity". 

With a third of the current 
season completed, the Olds 
Grizzlys are facing tough com¬ 
petition within the Rogers 
AT&T Wireless south division 
as only eight points seperate the 
top six teams. 

From the begining, the 
Canmore Eagles have set the 
pace within the division and 
remain in first place with 29 
points, while the Drayton Val¬ 
ley Thunder are current leaders 
in the north division with 31 
points. In the south division, 
Calgary Royals sit in second 
place with 25 points with the 
Canucks holding down third 
with 22 points. Defending Royal 
Bank Cup and AJHL champi¬ 
ons, the Camrose Kodiaks, are 
in fourth place tied with the 
Crowsnest Pass Timberwolves 
with 21 points apiece. On the 
strength of 8 wins, 4 loses and 4 
ties, the Olds Grizzlys are a 
point back with 20 points, five 
points ahead of the Brooks Ban¬ 
dits with 16 points. 

“I think the parity within the 
league is something the coaches 
thought was going to happen 
this year,” said Grizzlys’ Head 
Coach and General Manager, 
Brett Cox. 

“Except for Canmore and 
Drayton Valley, there doesn’t 


seem to be a dominant team 
within the rest of the league,” 
added Cox. 

As most teams were faced 
with replacing veteran players, 
recruitment for players was in¬ 
tense during the summer and 
Cox attributes this to the eveness 
of play within the league, espe¬ 
cially in the south division. 

“I don’t think there is one 
dominant team thisyear as there 
has been in the past two years,” 
noted Cox. 

Except for the Thunder and 
the Eagles, Cox believes the other 
teams will be making changes 
to improve and with the West¬ 
ern Hockey League rosters be¬ 
ing confirmed on Oct. 30 Cox 
indicated some teams may bring 
in players with WHL experi¬ 
ence. 

“Obviously we will be one of 
the teams trying to get better if 
the opportunity arises,” noted 
Cox. 


Although Cox did acknowl¬ 
edge changes in the Grizzlys’ 
roster may be made he failed to 
elaborate on the situation. 

In league play last week the 
Grizzlys split a pair of games by 
defeating the Calgary Canucks 
6-2 on Monday Oct. 21 at the 
Max Bell Arena and losing 5-3 
to the Camrose Kodiaks in the 
battle of the bears held at the 
Olds Sportsplex on Tuesday Oct. 
22 . 

Against the Canucks, the 
Grizzlys scored four unanswered 
goals in the third period and 
rode the stellar netminding of 
John Haggis to record the vic¬ 
tory, while against the Kodiaks 
they came out fiat allowing 
Camrose to dent the twine often 
in the first and second periods 
and skate off with a command¬ 
ing 5-2 lead after forty minutes 
of play. 

Brett Pilkington scored twice 
and added an assist in the third 


period to lead the Grizzlys’ per¬ 
formance against the Canucks. 
Rounding out the Grizzlys’ at¬ 
tack were Ryan Barnett, with a 
pair, Steve Sato and Morod 
Radmacher. 

Haggis was superlative be¬ 
tween the pipes for the Grizzlys 
making 39 saves, many on the 
brilliant side. 

Meanwhile, against the 
Kodiaks, Ryan Barnett, Brent 
Kisio and Ryan Huddy dented 
the twine behind Kodiaks’ 


netminder Ryan Edwards, who 
turned aside 39 shots in being 
named the game’s first star. 

“I thought we had an out¬ 
standing effort from all the play¬ 
ers against the Canucks,” said 
Cox, noting the flow of the game 
was interrupted by several pen¬ 
alties.
